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THE WAY TO GO IN NEW JERSEY 


NJ TRANSIT, New Jersey's public transit agency, provides bus and rail services to and from major points in New Jersey, New York 
and Philadelphia. Used by 273,000 passengers daily, NJ TRANSIT buses and trains travel 1.6 billion passenger miles annually in 
northern, central and southern New Jersey. It is the nation’s only statewide transit system. 


Bus and rail tickets can be purchased at stations/terminals during regular business hours, at automated E-Z Tik machines or by mail.
